1. Policies- 

1.1 In diaefeerging allocated responsibilities and effecting 
integratlon of eeanonlc inteilirwcco, tie interested departments and agencies 
will apply the following basic principles* 

a* Mo eospiete separation oi areas of interest is possible 
or necessarily desirable in eeonoode intelligence activities. 

b. Fall a»' free Interchange of all intelligence inforae* 
tlon end finished intelli? ence and schedules of research programs, 
including external research, between all agencies concerned is 
essential. 

c* *|o one agency is considered to be the final authority 
in any field! csnclasioaa mpv be questioned by other IAC 
agencies and dissents .recorded. 

1.2 An agency charged with prisary responsibility in a particular 
field will develop special oonspetenoe 1 n that field and -will normally carry 
out nost of the research in that field* 

1*3 Any agenc" nr r nrke ouch ; todies as it believes necessary to 
sunple ?ent intelligence Sbt-iined fr<*u otht r agencies in order to fulfill 
its departmental f uncti one ; however, basic research studies should not 
noraally be undertaken without prior discuss ion with the agencies having 
primary responsibility far the subject .tatter involved. 

1.1* '4KJh intelligence agency mil endeavor to coordinate the 
intelligence activities of’ its technic*?! services and its other facilities 
having economic intelligence production capabilities with the work of the 
XAC intelligence agencies and to sakr available to those agencies the in- 
telligence produced by such services end facilities.
